These are known severally by the names, fol- 
lowing thei in order, of Oro Hill, Pine Grove, 
Chandlerville, and St. Louis, which all are 
comprised ina distance of three miles. Port 
Wine lies on the same ridge some twelve or 
fourteen miles below. 

We visited this region a few weeks since

WARM SPRINGS—ROADS AND TRAVELLING IN THE 
VALLEY. 


Say Jose, November, 1852. 
In the dry season nothing can be more beau- 


and among these hills. The roads are hard, as 
they are in the Eastern States when the ground 
is frozen, and of course are worn perfectly 
smooth. The horses plant their clattering 
hoofs firmly upon it at every step, and the 


way. It is well worth while to rise betimes in 
the morning, and ride among the hills, or climb 
to their tops at sun rise, and get the beautiful 
views. The morning. air is pure and bracing, 
and the exercise gives new life. 


WARM SPRINGS, 


About a mile from the Mission of San Jose, 
there are warm springs boiling up at the foot 
of the hills. The temperature of the water is 
delightful for bathing, and its taste and smell 
indicate the presence of sulphur. It is said 
by scientific gentlemen to possess excellent 
medicinal qualities. It would be a profitable 
investment for some one to buy the grounds 
around this spring, and erect a fine hotel for 
the accommodation of the public. There are 
many reasons why such a house, well furnish- 
ed and kept, would be extensively patronized. 
It would be in a beautiful location, command- 
ing an extensive view of most charming scene- 
ry. The air is pure and healthful, and the tem- 
perature such as can be found only in Califor- 
nia, and in the valieys separated from the ocean 
by the coast range of mountains. 

The place is easy of access. A few hours 


steamer, lands passengers at Union, whence 
the stages convey them to ths Mission, or to 
this spring, which is but a mile from it, in an- 
otacr hour. This road from the landing at 
Union to the Mission, is for a long distance a 
perfectly straight avenue, a hundred feet wide, 
across a level plain. Well fenced tields lie on 
either side of it. If this avenue could be plant- 
ed with chade trees, it would make in its whole 
extent, one of the most charming drives imagin- 
able.. A house situated at these springs would 
be in the immediate vicinity of every thing ne- 
cessary to supply its tables with the substan- 
tials and luxurics,even to the fruits of the 
orchard and vineyard, for these the Mission 
grounds would supply. Besides the rides, and 
the walks, and the bathing, those disposed to 
seck field sports could gratify the taste in hunt. 
ing deer, clk, or grizziirs in the hills lying some 
miles back, in the direction of the San Joaquin 
Valley. A genteel house well kept here, for 
the accominodation of visitors and boarders 
could not fail to be well patronized now, and 
its patronage would increase, as our cities be- 
come more populous, 

The dwellers and business inen of San Fran- 
cisco especially require such resorts from eare 
and excitement, in which to seek recreation 
and recruit from their steady toil. The de- 
mand exists, and asupply will be furnished 
somewhere, and Lam sure no plan could be 
found combining more advantages than this.

MissION TO THE TOWN OF 


SAN JOSE, 


The distance is said to be a little short of 
fifteen miles. At this season it is eusily ac- 
complished in a couple of hours, through a 
country showing many evidences of improve- 
ment, in the line of agriculture. The fields, 
however, that are feneed and under cultivation 
bear but a very small proportion to the thou- 
sands of acres of the very richest soil yet un- 
touched. The most that has been done in this 
department of industry, has been done the past 
season, and the experiment has proved so prof- 
itable, that the next year will witness redou- 
bled progress. The only town we sce in pass- 
ing is Alviso, situated at the landing from the 
bay. It is known as the residence of Ex-Govy- 
ernor Burnett, of whom it may truly be said, 
that although he has been Governor of Califor- 
ma, he retains and cnjoys the entire confidence 
and respect of the people.

cognita, and if a liberty with a word may be 
allowed, we can with truth say that as far as 
its agricultural capacities are concerned, it is 
almost as much a /erra incognita as ever. 

To begin with, it is incogui/a, because no one 
knows to whom it belongs, for there are next 
co none who have a title to any part of it with 
Which they are satistied. The eyes of thou- 
sands have been turned toward the U. 8S, Land 
Commnission, fromm whose slow and therefore sure 
decisions, good titles «might be obtained, and 
thus an end be put tocontroversy. But it is 
feared that the result will illustrate anew the 
uncertainty of political affairs. Just as this con. 
summation scemed about to be reached, for 
reasons unknown to the public, one of the 
Commissioners, a man who had fora long period 
been Known, especially in his own State, and 
hardly less throughout the country, as a man 
of tricd integrity and distinguished ability, is 
by the Senate rejected from the Board, and the 
two remaining gentlemen disagreeing, every 
thing comes to a stand still. 

But what we intended to say was, that no one 
knows what the land of this Stale is capable of pro 
ducing. Farming is an experiment yet, It is 
sail that almost all who engage in it, fail the 
irst year ortwo. Nou matter how well they 
may know their business elsewhere, there is so 
much that is peculiar to our soil and climate, 
that all have to become the pupils of experi- 
ence. Experiments must be made in the adap- 
‘ation of crops to soils, and the best times of 
plowing, planting, and sowing. No rules learn. 
ed elsewhere will be safe to follow here. 

The land that will be brought soonest and 
most perfectly under cultivation will be that of 


this valley bordering on the Bay of San Fran- 
cisco. Some of it is already occupied, and yet 
to one who travels over it, it appears to be but 
here and there a patch, compared with the 
whole. A great deal more would have been 
accomplished by this time, had it not been for 
the uncertainties in titles above alluded to, so

| that few have dared to venture upon much out- 


lay of capital. A great many are anxiously 
waiting for the possibility to secure good titles 
from some source, to begin farming on such a 
scale as the land and the markets will warraut, 
and it is cruel that this useless delay should 
hinder them season after season. | 

The two gentlemen who have done most to 
show what may be done in,farming in this val- 
ley, are Messrs. Horner and Beard. It is true 
that their lands are of an excellent quality, and 
perhaps ought not to be taken as a specimen ol 
the average productiveness of the farming land 
of the State, and yet we have seen many plains 
and vallics of great extent to all appearance 
just as good. These gentlemen conduet the 
business on a noble scale. Their fields are 
fenced chiefly by wire stretched through posts 
set in the ground some eight or ten feet apart, 
and contain hundreds of acres each. The ex- 
pense of building so many miles of fence is 
very great, but when once well constructed, 
with suitable wire, and redwood posts, it is very 
durable. | 

The building of so many miles of fence, the 
purchase of so many teams and so much labor- 
saving agricultural machinery, and the hiring 
of so much labor at high prices, must have re- 
quired a very heavy outlay of capital. But the 
experiment has proved that the abundant pro- 
duce of the soil, called for by such a market as 
San Francisco, sclling at high rates, warrants 
a conducting of the business on a large scale, 
Mr. Horner has been on his farm six years, and 
therefore has it under successful cultivation. 

Some account of his success in previous 
years has been given to the public. We have 
recently visited his farm,at the close of the 
harvest season, and at our request he kindly 
furnished the following statistics of his present 
year’s crop, for publication in the Paerfe. 

November 9, 1852. 

The following is about my crop for the pre- 
sent year, though all the figures are under cs- 
timated. 

Potatoes, —560 acres, at an average ‘yield of 
250 bushels-per acre. The largest yield of any 
ground was 400 bushels per acre. 

Wheat—50 acres, and the yield was 1,000 
bushels. This was only about one-third of a 
crop, on account of late sowing. It wastsowed 
in March, whereas it should have been sowed 
in December or January. 

Barley—630 acres, at an average yicld of 50 
bushels per acre. 

Oats—40 acres, at an average yield of 25 
bushels per acre. This also was not halta 
crop, owing to the same cause, 

Cabbages,—40 acres, yielding 3,500 saleable 
heads to the acre. 

Onions—1 acres, yielding 40,000 pounds per 
acre. 

Pumpkins—3 acres, 20 tons per acre. 

Beets, Carrots, Tomatoes, and other garden 
vegetables, about ten acres. I have five hun- 
dred of various kinds of Peach trees, which I 
think will bear in three years from trans- 
planting. |

We also received the followed statistics from 
Mr. Beard, who has cultivated his farm three 
years. 

Mission San Jose, Nov. 15, 1352. 

I cannot pretend to exactness in the account 
of my different crops but will give it to you 
as near as I can. About 640 acres I sowed 
with wheat, oats and barley, and the total 
amount scnt to market, or ready for shipment 
is 22000 bushels. A portion of these crops I 
did not thresh, preferring to keep it to feed to 
my oxen and horses in the straw during the 
rainy season. What I threshed averaged over 
56 bushels to the acre. 

My yield of potatoes will exceed 60,000 bush- 
els. EKighty acres of my potato land did not 
yield over 100 bushels to the acre owing to the 
quality of the seed planted. One hundred and 
sixty acres turned out largely, averaging over 
330 bushels to the acre. I gathered about 200,000 
pounds of onions, from 14 acres of land. | 
have sent to market and have now growing 
in the ficid over 80,000 head of cabbage, beside 
beets, carrots, pumpkins and tomatoes, to the 
amount of 8 or 10 acres. Sixty acres of hay 
which I cut last May will sum up the total of 
my farming business the past season. My in- 
tention is to increase it at least one hundred 
per cent the ensuing year.

The following statistics were given us con- 
cerning the frit yield of the Mission orchard 
and vineyard. 

This enclosure comprises about 15 acres.— 

There are in it 350 full grown pear trees. The 
largest yield from the best of these trees was, 
in one case 1100, and in anather 1500 pounds, 
and the gross income from the latter was $400. 
There are some fig trees, and these bear two 
crops ina year. Three hundred young peach 
trees are growing. Beside these there area 
few apricots, apple, pomegranate, quince and 
olive trees. The grape vines are old, and quite 
past their prime for bearing. The gross receipt 
from the vineyard in the year 1851 were $16, 
00U. 
E’The quality of the fruits and productions of 
the valley is excellent. The potatoes, for in- 
stance, particularly those called “Oregon reds,” 
grow to a marvelous size. When I say that 
itis common to find those weiging 3 pounds, 
and frequently those weighing between 4 and 
5 pounds, it will convey an accurate idea to 
some who are accustomed to estimate them by 
weight. Buta better description to most will 
be, to state that one day during our stay at 
the Mission a single potatoe, weighing 4 pounds, 
was cooked for dinner, and it furnished an abun- 
dance for nine persons who dined together, and 
three persons who ‘came afterwards. And its 
quality and flavor were unexceptionable. 

Preparations are making to sow largely of 
wheat the coming season, and since the rains 
have fallen so abundantly, we doubt not the 
plough-men are busy preparing the soil for 
receiving the seed. ‘ 

I was informed that there are seven flouring 
mills in process of erection, or yet to be com- 
menced in San Jose Valley to be in readiness 
to grind the wheat crops of the next season.— 
Ifany wish to know the income of the farms 
above described, we refer them to our price 
current for the market value of the produce, 


Mortality on Emigrant Ships and Steamers 


Mr. Epiror:—I have been a subscriber ty 
your valued paper from its first number, and 
have gencrally found time to read it; but for 
the last few weeks I have been ecither mor: 
busy, or more careless than usual, and so miss. 
ed it, until a friend called my attention to 
an article with the above caption in your pa. 
per of the 12th inst., signed “ Fair Play,” which 
complained of dishonesty in certain tables pub- 
lished in your previous number. 


to say a word of your prefatory remarks. You 
there say “that you published the tables be. 
cause you found them in a reliable journal ani 
presuming,” perhaps too hastily, “that they 
were correct, you inserted them,” &c. Yuu 
add, “ we have received the following article to 
which we give place, that both sides may be 
heard.” I thought it singular that you- should, 
in this connection, have used that phrase, “ that 
both sides may have a hearing.” I always 
supposed that figures were either true or false ; 
that if they were found in a reliable —_ 
they were supposed to be true until prove 
false, because, where figures lie, it can be so 
easily and so certainly shown. No one will pre - 
tend to say, that any untruth has yet been 
shown to exist in the figures, thus camplained 
of. I can see, then, no side that the figures can 
be on, but the side of truth; if “ Fair Play” is 
on the other side, so be it. 

As I said before, my attention was called to 
the article by a friend: Lread it. Referring to 
the Herald's tiles, | looked through all that had 
been published there, and I can come to but 
one conclusion, viz: That they are substantial. 
ly what they pretend to be, and vastly im- 
portant. 

“Fair Play” after spending half a column in 
compliments, which I think your paper de- 
serves, at once pronounces the tables loose and 
uncandid, and not worth a moment’s considera- 
tion. ‘Do assertions injure figures? 

He next calls your attention to the Golden. 
Gate, and the havoc made by cholera among 
the soldiers of the 4th Regiment of U. S. Troops, 
&c., and asks why they were passed over in 
silence by those honest tables, &c., adding that 
it was so fearful, that her captain dared not put 
to sea, but lay a week at Taboga, &c. Having 
had a friend on board of that ship at the time. 
I can state the facts. ies 


hour by hour, and day by day. As they ar- 
rived they were at once transferred to the 
Golden Gate, at anchor in the harbor. Before 
they were all on board, malignant dysentery 
or cholera broke out among them. It was not 
fear that restrained Capt. Patterson: fear is not 
one of his infirmities. He did not go to sea, 
because he thought the sick could be better 
cared tor on shore, and so he landed them, and 
at the P. M. 8. S. Co’s expense, employed extra 
medical attendance, &c.; and there, through the 
orders of the P. M.S.S. Co’s Agent, \K. Flint, 
Esq., in hulks belonging to the company, and 
in tents on shore, these poor fellows had the 
best care possible. The P. M.S.S. Co. actn- 
ally employed four steamers to bring-to Cali- 
fornia the troops and passengers that could 
have come, and were intended to have come by 
the Golden Gate alone. Does this look like 
recklessness of life, of a praiseworthy care 
for life ? 

The cholera has ravaged the most healthy 
parts of the globe, particularly where large 
collections of soldiers are fuund. In this in- 
stance, I believe, it went not beyond the camp, 
“Fair Play” next speaks of the Vanderbilt Line 
having lost two of their finest ships—as if this 
fact was greatly to their credit. Is it generally 
thought to be so, either by the underwriters, or 
the traveling public ? 

He also claims* great credit for the humane 
efforts of his distinguished friend, or friend’s 
agent here, for bringing such passengers for- 
ward, &c. I do not think it would be quite safe 
for him to appeal cither to the passengers 
themselves, or the public in this matter; it is 
too recent and too well remembered. It is, I 
think, generally believed here, that the P. M. 
S.S. Company brought more of the sufferers 
by the wreck of the North America to this 
pert, than the V. I. L. line did, and that a ma- 
jority of the deaths in their steamers on those 
particular voyages was of those unfortunate 
persons. “Fair Play” next re-asserts, that the 
tables are grossly partial, though there they! 


npon them. 

He further asserts, that the V. I. L. Line gen- 
erally makes the quickest passages, which is 
an assertion contradicted by tables, which he 


abuse, but which will challenge investigation. 
He winds up by asking for fair play, which he 
may surely reckon upon having, though per- 
haps it may not come in the shape he expect- 
ed. For instance— 


If“ Fair Play” will call at the Banking house 
of Page, Bacon & Co., and inquire for Mr. 
Haight, he will find $1,000 on deposit there, 
which shall be held subject to the order of the 
Treasurer of the Ladies’ Orphan Asylum of this 
city, if he can prove those tables to be other 
than they pretend, or alter their relative pro- 
portions the half of one per cent to the disad- 
vantage of the-P. M. 8.
